Subject: Import Policy for April 1911-March 1972 for S.S.I. unitf-selet ted categories- 

No. 17-rrC(PN)/72.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. 120-ITC(PN)/71 dated I7th September, 1971 in terms of which S.SI. units 
will receive preference in the import of raw materials, components and spares in the 
case of— 


(i) Industrial units to be set up in backward areas; and 

(ii) Industrial units to be set up by engineering graduates and ex-service personnel. 

2. In Annexure I to the above-said Public Notice if was mentioned that the proposals 
in respect of districts/areas of Andhra Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, Rajasthan, 
Tamilnadu and Pondicherry were under consideration.
